The wet spell and several cold 
snaps shortly after

the crop smaller than in 1926, but it 
was pointed out by one orchardist 
that even with a twenty-five or thirty 
lier cent cron of last year, it would 
fie a normal season, and good re­ 
turns were to be expected. 
Fruit Was Even 
While the culls were reported to be 
hsavy in some orchards, due to the 
presence of the late side-worm, which 
damaged the apples after spraying 
had been stopped by many orchard­ 
ists, on the whole the fruit was in 
good condition and packed exeellent-
